Pistol “toters’. were in evidence 
everywhere, and when they didn’t have 
revolvers to carfy, many would-be 
higiwaymen even went so far as to 
get them by burglarizing stores and 
holding up other. people, who possessed 
pistols, and taking them away from 
them.

Debate occupied 
the entire day and extended on into 
the night. There was no sign of a 
compromise when, shortly before 10 
o'clock, it was announced that Emperor 
Yoshihito had exercised his royal pre- 
rogative, dissolving the diet. 


Considerable opposition developed in 
the house of representatives to the 
budget for 1915, which showed an est!- 
mated expenditure of 556,000,000 yen 
€278,000,000) and a decrease of the 
revenues of $40,500,000. Recent dis- 
patches from Tokio have stated that 
there was good reason to believe that 
unless the house adopted the budget it 
would be dissolved by the emperor. 
The Merchants’ association and Baron 
Shibusawa, president of the American 
Japanese association, and Buei Na- 
president the Tokio Chamber 
of Commerce, took steps a few dave 
ago to urge the diet and cabinet to 
reach a compromise in the hope of pre- 
venting dissolution of the house or 
the collapse of the ministry.

the Turkish forces in Albania. then sent 
500 soldiers to Aviona and they dis- 
armed the inhabitants and restored the 
Turkish flag. 

Italian naval forces occupied Avlona 
October 26, but the expedition was in 
the nature of a relief and sanitary or- 
‘ganization to aid the large population 
which had taken refuge in the city 
from the persecutions of the insurgents. 
Everything was done by the Italian 
government to remove from the expe- 
dition anything savoring of political 
or territorial occupation.

So close are the trenches of the al- 
lies and Germans at many points that 
almost the only weapons used are 
hand granades, since it is impossible 
for the men to expose themselves even 
to use their rifles. 


INFORMAL TRUCES 
TO BURY THE DEAD. 


There have been informal truces hbe- 
tween the French and Germans for 
burial between the trenches. Accord- 
ing to a British eyewitness, for many 

ks along miles of the battle lines, 

e dead have iain as they fell. There 
are gruesome accounts of bodies held 
erect by the barbed wires and scouts 
crawling over them at nights. 

A violent revolution has broken ovt 
in Albania against Essad Pasha, whom 
Turkey established as ruler. Essad Pa- 
sha’s palace at Tirana has been pil- 
laged and burned. Massacres are re- 
ported. The Italian government has 
landed sailors from warships at Aviona 
to restore order and protect Kuropeans 
and peaceful inhabitants. Italian in- 
tervention may embroil Italy with her 
recent foe—Turkey—and holds possi- 
bilities of far-reaching resulte. 

German aviators made another at- 
tempt to drop bombs on British ports 
today.

Military preparations continue 
throughout the dual empire, as the As- 
sociated Press correspondent -was able 
to observe on a recent trip over a con- 
siderable part of Austria and Hungary. 
Along many principal railroad tines in 
eastern and northern Hungary field 
works. are being laid out on a large 
scale and Vienna and Budapest are 
being prepared for defense in a like 
manner. North and east of Vienna are 
no less than nine lines of defense and 
the field works .of Budapest are even 
more extensive. Some of the entrench- 
ments, redoubts and artillery emplace- 
ments apparently were established some 
time ago, but thousands of men and a 
large’ number of excavating machines 
are at work in laying out new ones. 
Many Supplies Stored, 

The trackage of many railroad yards 
also is being enlarged and supplies are 
being stored so that they may be used 
either for local purposes or easily sent 
to a front further out. The additional 
tracks have made it possible to keep 
most of the supplies already packed in 
ears. Establishment of a large cholera 
camp at Zsolna is further proof that 
Austria does not expect an early termi- 
nation of the war. Winter virtually 
has eradicated cholera and it is al- 
together unlikely that this dread dis- 
ease will reappear until the ground is 
thawed. Nevertheless the government 
is spending $500,000 on the Zsolna 
cholera camp, so that it may meet a 
possible general epidemic next spring. 
Arrangements have been made for 
doubling the capacity of the ammunl- 
tion plants in the country. The largest 
of these, that of the Manfred Weiss 
concern, at Budapest, which heretofore 
has produced 2,500,000 rounds of small 
arms ammunition daily, is expected 
soon to be able to turn out 5,000,000 
rounds per day. The plant also is ex- 
tending its production of artillery am- 
munition. Additional batteries of vari- 
ous types of guns are being made by 
the Skoda works, at Pilsen, Bohemia. 


Drill Camps Established. 


Near all the larger cities drill camps 
have been established. The largest of 
these is near Budapest, where some 
300,000 men are either being trained or 
given a chance to recuperate from the 
hardships of extended service. Near 
Vienna about 90,000 men are being 
trained. There are similar camps at 
Graz, Prague, Pressburg, Temesvar, 
Debreczin, Kausenburg, Klagenfurt, 
Brunn, Olmutz, Linz, Agram and other 
cities. It is said these encampments 
now contain more than 800,000 reserves. 
Though the government hitherto has 
kept this news from the press, it now 
is admitted that recently a monitor of 
a more powerful type than the “Bod- 
rog”’ class has been put in commission. 
Another of these vessels now ds being 
finished in Budapest and it is under- 
stood two more are nearing completion 
elsewhere and that the keels for a 
number of others have been laid. Work 
on them is being rushed. 

The new monitors have double the 
armament of the “Bodrog”’ and 
“Temes” class. They are armed with 
three instead of two long range guns 
of a slightly larger calibre than those 
of the “‘Bodrog.”’ 

The thickness of the turret armor 
has been materially increased. Instead 
of carrying one high angle piece the 
new vessels will be armed with two, 
in half turrets aft, while the quick fire 
pleces on the upper desk will be f&- 
creased from two to four, and the ma- 
chine guns from one to six. It is be- 
lieved that this fleet will be an im- 
portant .factor tn the defense of the 
Danube and Save. 

There seems to be no shortage in 
chemical and metal supplies. In the 
Weiss establishment every available 
space is used for storage of copper and 
tin ingots. 

A shortage of saltpeter also has been 
met. it is asserted. Formerly this most 
essential constituent of explosives was 
largely imported from South America. 
A process has been discovered in Ger- 
many, however, for producing an ex- 
cellent substitute by decomposition of 
other elements.

Washington, December 25.—The Aus- 
trian ambassador, Dr. Dumba, issued a 
statement tonight denying reports that 
Austria has made peace overtures to 
the allies.

The latest 
report allegés that Austria has made 
unofficial peace overtures to the allies 
through Vienna bankers upon the basis 
of cession of Galicia to Russia and Bos- 
nia to Servia. 

“The Austro-Hungarian ambassador 
wishes to contradict these rumors as 
absolutely unfounded and misleading 
to public opinion in the United States. 
without speaking of the article of the 
treaty of the dual alliance of 1879, ac- 
cording to which Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary engage themselves to 
support each other with their whole 
armies against Russia and to conclude 
only conjointly peace, every consider- 
ation of honor and self-interest pre- 
vents Austria-Hungary from breaking 
from her ally and entering into nego- 
tiations for a separate peace.

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EDUCATION BOA 
EPORTS ON SOUTH 


Policy Outlined Is 
prove School Facilities by 
First Helping the Farmer 
to Help Himself. 


New York, December 25.—Efforts 
made to promote education in the south 
are summarized in the sixth installment 
tonight of the report of the General 
Education board, founded by John D. 
Rockefeller. It soon became clear, ac- 
cording, to the report, that adequate 
development could not take place until 
the people’s resources were enlarged. 

“These conditions were not primarily 
due to lack of interest In popular edu- 
cation,” the report continues. “They 
were mainly the result of rural pov- 
erty. While the average annual earn- 
ings of individuals engaged in agricul- 
ture in Iowa were upward of $1,000, 
the average earnings of those similarly 
engaged in some southern states were 
as low as $150. The great bulk of the 
people of the southern states were 
Simply not earning enough to provide 
proper homes and to support good 
schools.” 

@he southern farmer suffered prima- 
rily from lack of money, the report 
says. He also lacked scientific knowl- 
edge of farming and the board, there- 
lore, proceeded on the theory that if he 
could be helped in this direction he 
would gladly support better schools. 

To Work With Government. 

The board says that this program 
could not be carried out by the fed- 
eral government, because, while it was 
takin measure to combat the boll 
weevil, it could not appropriate 
money for strictly educational pur- 
poses. The board decided to work in 
conjunction with the government. 

“The co-operation of the general edu- 
cation board,’ the report continued, 
“brought aboutwn immediate and rapid 
expansion of th® demonstration move- 
ment in every direction; conquered new 
territory, dealt with a rapidly increas- 
ing number of activities, and touched 
more people. 

“In 1906, 545 farms were reached; a 
year later, 2,834; in 1908, something 
more than 14,000; in 1910, 63,622; in 
1912, 106,621. Twenty-five thousand 
adults were at the last named date re- 
ceiving instructions in Texas; more 
than 15,000 in Oklahoma; more than 
15,000 in Arkansas; 10,500 in Alabama; 
6,190 in Mississippi. 

Appropriations of Board. 

initial appropriation of the 
board in 1905 wag $7,000. At that time 
the government was Severe e $40,000 
to demonstrations against the boll wee- 
vil The board appropriated $30,000, 
the next year; $76,500 two years later, 
$130,000 in 1911 and $252,000 in 1913. 

The sums were unevenly distributed: 
in 1908-09, $4,000 was spent in Florida 
and $15,000 in.Virginia;: the next year 
$19,000 in Virginia and $30,000 in Geor- 
gia; in 1911-12 $23,000 in South Caro- 
lina and $25,000 in North Carolina.” 

Summarizing the total cost of the 
southern work up to date the report 
Says the government appropriated 
$1,922,300 and the general education 
board $925,750, while $1,069,405 was ob- 
tained from other sources. 

The board says its policy has been 
vindicated by the fact that the southern 
people themselves in less than a dec- 
ade were paying almost 50 per cent of 
the total annual expenditure approach- 
ing $1,200,000. . 

"Fortunately, the report concludes, 
“the value of demonstration has been 
so clear that the federal government 
will show take over and extend purely 
educational farm demonstrations; suc- 
cess has dissipated the constitutional 
gacruple that for the past ten years has 
restricted governmental activities in 
this direction to plague-infested 
states.”

ENGLAND WILL RELEASE 
ITALY’S COPPER SHIPS 


Rome. Wednesday, December 23.— 
(Delawyed.)—England and France have 
assured the Itallan government that 
cargoes of copper on board Italian 
steamers, which have been held as con- 
traband of war, will be released. In 
return Italy has pledged herself to pre- 
vent the re-exportation of copper. All 
available supplies of the metal arel 
needed in this country for home man- 
ufacture. 


A number of Italian steamers with 
cargoes of copper have been held up 
at Gibraltar and elsewhere since the 
outbreak of war. It was observed that 
Italy’s importations of the metal were 
increasing and the British and French 

overnments suspected some of it was 
being forwarded from the Italian ports 
to which it was consigned to Germany 
and Austria. 

It was announced at Washington on 
December 7 that the British overn- 
ment had procured the adoption by neu- 
tral governments of embargoes or un- 
dertakings that copper would not be 

ermitted to pass their borders into 
Selligerent states. Under this arrange- 
ment, it was said, there probably would 
be no further difficulty in shipping 
American copper to Europe. The - 
lied nations class copper as absolute 
contraband.

THE DAY OF HOPE. 
Henry Grady once wrote a marvelous 
Christmas editorial in which this sentence 
occurs: “It was a day shot to the core with 


eunshine.” 

Speaking. meteorologically, yesterday 
could not have accurately been termed a 
day reigned by sunshine. 

But, for the south, it was a day rich 
with omens of the brightest description, and 
this is the reason: 

The south is just emerging from a season 
of tempered chastening which has brought 
home to it lessons it needed to learn; the 
need of sectional sufficiency, in the indus- 
trial sense; the need of wise economy, of 
making dollars count in their expenditure; 
the need of taking advantage of the versa- 
tility of the soil, to the end that we may 
be free of indebtedness to other sections. 

That is why the Christmas of 1914 had a 
peculiar significance to the south, and, in 
a sense, to the nation, since the nation also 
has learned some of the lessons that have 
been driven into the commercial and indus- 
trial consciousness of the south. 

The south, too, is emerging from the 
dominion of the demagogue, 
fetters of the least desirable traditions of 
ante-bellum days and rising into a true con- 
ception and practice of its nationalism, and 
the role it must play in this great republic 
that.God has created for the hope of the 
oppressed of the ages. 

The joy and relaxation of Christmas was, 
too, helpful in making us forget the semi- 
gloom of the past few months; in showing 


shaking the 


us by the all-powerful standard of compari- 
gon our superiority over war-torn Europe, 
an old world aged and embittered by feuds 
as old as the centuries, but not as kindly. 

The poor fared well in Atlanta yesterday. 
The charitable spirit of this city saw to 
that, not stinting itself and going into the 
highways and byways that none might suf- 
fer and that none might miss that tempo- 
rary surcease that is one of the most blessed 
features of the day. 

So that, after all, it was a day “shot to 
the core with sunshine,’ but sunshine of the 
more lasting sort, that warms the spirit and 
dissipates melancholy as long as men absorb 
hope and endurance, courage and sacrifice 
from the example of the Nazarene. 


SCHWAB’S HOPEFUL PROPHECY. 


Charles M. Schwab, the steel magnate, 
who has just returned from his second visit 
to Kurope, repeats previous prophecy 
that the United States is on the verge of a 
record-breaking wave of prosperity. Mr. 
Schwab says that we are*now reaping a 
harvest from Europe’s adversity, in that 
orders for war munitions have been placed 
here to the total extent of $300,000,000. He 
looks for this sum to be considerably. in- 
creased with time, and declares that if the 
war lasts for two to three years America 
will have a great command of the gold of 
Europe. Mr. Schwab also says that pros- 


his 


pects- for prosperity, in all other lines of in- 
dustry are roseate, and that it is our own 
timidity and lack of initiative if 1915 is not | 
one of the most bounteous years in the his- 
tory of the United States. 

The valine of this forecast is that Schwab 
does not often preach good times and plenty 
of them. As a rule, his song is rather of 
the doleful strain. Certainly, he inclines to 
conservatism. When, therefore, a man of his 
temperament waxes buoyant over the future 
there is good cause for sitting down hard on 
the pessimist. 

So far as the south is concerned, the 
harvests will of course have much to do 
with the materialization of prosperity. The 
south will get a reflex share of the revival

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of activity in all the basic industries of the’ 


nation, but the south also must scrupulously 
safeguard its agricultural program to the 
end of holding down overproduction of cot- 
ton and raising enough foodstuffs to avoid 
going into debt to other sections. 

If this formula is observed, and there 
seems every prospect that it will be, there

After stealthily climbing a 
flight of stairs he unlocks an old treasure 
chest that impresses the visitor as having 
once belongéd to Captain Kidd himself. 

In the chest this man of 88 keeps the 
things that are most dear to his heart, a 
large silver folding drinking cup, a pair of 
old-fashioned brass-rimmed spectacles and a 
pair of colonial embroidery scissors. 

The cup was brought to America by Wil- 
liam Penn and William Herron in 1681, It 
was made in 1660. Graven on the bottom of 
the cup are the words, “Brot ta America 
with Wm. Penn and Wm. Herron, 1681.” 
William Herron, after carrying the cup 
through several Indian campaigns, gave it 
to his son, Louis, who carried it with him 
through the revolutionary war. 

Louis Herron was a staff officer of Gen- 
eral Washington, and after retiring from 
service he gave the cup to his son, John, 
who fought with Andrew Jackson in the 
war of 1812. On the side of the cup the 
words, “Owned by L. Herron, 1776, J. Herron, 
1812,” are engraved. Directly below this is 
engraved the name of S. Herron and the 
date, 1846, S. Herron, son of John Herron, 
keeping up the family traditions, carried the 
cup through the war with Mexico under 
General Scott. 

Sam had no heirs, so he gave the cup to 
his sister and the heirloom then fell into 
the hands of the eldest daughter of the fam- 
ily. In 1856 W. S. Garrett married Ida M. 
Hogshead, the eldest daughter of the branch 
of the Herron family. When Garrett joined 
the union forces in 1863 he carried the cup 
to war with him. The scissors were also 
brought to America by the Herron family, 
and the glasses were the property of Wil- 
liam Wilson, another ancestor, during the 
revolutionary war. 


THE REAL KAISER.

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THE PENNSYLVANIA R. R.

The Pennsylvania railroad is the largest 
railroad system in the United States. It op- 
erates about 12,000 miles of railroad and 
earns a little less than $400,000,000 a year 
on them. 

Out of this sum the Pennsylvania made 
$70,000,000 profits. This is a tidy sum, and 
would seem to indicate that owning stock 
in this railroad is equivalent to having a 
large and prolific gold mine in the backyard. 
However, it has cost considerable money to 
build the PennsylVania. Large numbers of 
mountains have been bored through, sliced 
off or removed throughout Pennsylvania and 
the landscape has. heen greatly revised in 
order to make room for its four tracks. It 
has also built a station in New York which 
is large enough to hold a summer thunder- 
storm. There is $500,000,000 of capital stock, 
and the system owes about $400,000,000 in 
bonds. Many a flourishing nation isn’t big 
enough to owe that much money without 
getting into trouble. Building railroads is 
an expensive job nowadays, and whenever 
the Pennsylvania elbows a river aside or 
tunnels under a township it has to pay dear- 
ly for the privilege. 

The Pennsylvania line originated in the 
state which named it, but thas burst forth 
and spread from New York to the Missis- 
sippi river, capturing railroads in all direc- 
tions. It hauls more iron and coal than any 
other American road and earns twice as 
much money. It spent as much money to 
tunnel into New York and Brooklyn as the 
government spent to. help build the Union 
Pacific, and it has filled Pennsylvania so full 
of rock-ballasted., double-tracked branch 
lines that there isn’t elbow room for any 
new-comer. For all of this, the Pennsylvania 
road is very poor and cannot afford to carry 
passengers in its home state for 2 cents a 
mile the way the Queedunk and Elsewhere 
does in Illinois. At least, it has proven this 
to the satisfaction of the courts. 

The Pennsylvania connects New York, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg with Chicago and 
ran steel passenger trains long before they 
became fashionable with other roads. It is 
not owned by one of our first families, but is 
the property of the common people—not so 
darned common, but about 30,000 in number.

The Pennsylvania operates some of the 
fastest trains in the world between Phila- 
delphia and Atlantic City. It has hauled more 
presidents than any other road, because it 
runs more trains in and out of Washington. 
The western main line of the Pennsylvania 
was originally the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago, Known to all scientists as the 
“Patsy Finnigin’s Wife and Children.” The 
fastest mountain climbing in the world is 
done by this system in Pennsylvania, where 
the famous old 18-hour train, now defunct, 
swung over the Alleghanies so fast that it 
frequently collided with windstorms from 
the rear. 

The Pennsylvania has always been daring 
in big things, and staid and conservative in 
little affairs. It keeps its men until it pen- 
sions them off and it has maintained for 
ages a tattered little union station in Chi- 
cago out of pure affection. It was one of 
the very first railroads to discourage free 
travel and for many years the Altoona pass 
has been about the only one on its system.

Necessarilf, only a brief report of the 
address recently delivered by John Hays 
Hammond to the members of the American 
Manufacturers’ Export association was pub-. 
lished a few hours after its delivery. Yet 
it is regarded by the association as being 
worthy of publication in full and in 
pamphlet form so that American industries 
of all kinds, and especially those industries 
which now have or may soon have op@er- 
tunity for exporting their commodities in 
large amounts, may get a good idea of what 
the real situation and opportunity are. 

Mr. Hammond, about a. year before the 
European war began, delivered an address 
to an American industrial association which 
made a profound impression upon the mem- 
bers of that organization. He then showed 
what must be done if the United States is 
to increase her foreign trade. At that time 
there was no thought of pending war in Eu- 
rope, and the competition which Mr. Ham- 
mond then described was the peaceful and 
honorable competition of trade. Since then 
an unforeseen and unparalleled opportunity 
has arisen, and from one point of view the 
United States, in spite of itself, is compelled 
to take advantage of it. That is represented 
by the foreign commerce, vast in amount, 
which has suddenly come to the United 
States on account of the war. This oppor- 
tunity opens a greater one, in Mr. Ham- 
mond’s. view, provided the United States 
takes advantage of it, and the Manufactur- 
ers’ Export association, whose members he 
addressed, is now diligently oceupied in 
learning and then explaining what these op- 
portunities are and how they may be se- 
cured. 

A year ago Mr. Hammond pointed out 
that the money value of the exports in the 
aggregate which all the nations of the world 
annually make is approximately seventeen 
billion dollars. So greatly has the trade of. 
the United States increased, especially since 
the year 1900, that our share of this foreign 
trade is about one-eighth of the total. When 
the war in Europe broke out we stood sec- 
ond among the great trading nations of the 
world. We had almost caught up with the 
foreign trade of Great Britain, and we were 
somewhat ahead of Germany in this re- 
spect. : 

One of the phenomena of recent com- 
mercial life in the United States is the rapid 
increase within about fifteen years of our 
sales of manufactured articles Jo other na- 
tions. As recently as the date of the first 
inauguration of President McKinley, we had 
the prestige of being chief among the na- 
tions as an exporter of food and other agri- 
cultural products. The presumption in Great 
Britain and upon the continent of Europe 
was that we should always maintain that 
prestige and be chiefly known, so far 2s 
our foreign trade is concerned, as an ex- 
porter of agricultural commodities. 


When the Ohange Began. 


Within a year or two after the organiza- 
tion of the large corporations commonly 
called big business, we began to gain in ex- 
ports of manufactured articles, and gained 
so rapidly that last year it was possible 
to report that nearly 50 per cent of our ex- 
ports was manufactured commodities. 

To this fact Mr. Hammond called atten- 
tion in his address, asserting that much 
prejudice, some of it inspired for political 
purposes and much of it no doubt due to lack 
of good information, has prevailed in the 
United States against so-called big bus!i- 
ness. Yet the record of the past fifteen 
years makes it clear that our great advance 
as a manufacturing nation and our marvel- 
ous progress in foreign trade represented by 
our manufactured commodities could only be 
developed through what is called large scale 
production. In that way England has se- 
cured a vast amount of foreign trade, as 
has also Germany. The economic principle 
which lies at the bottom of large-scale pro- 
duction is fostered by Great Britain, and 
has been fostered by Germany. Unless large- 
scale production be not merely tolerated, but 
encouraged in the United States, we are 
bound to be seriously handicapped in our 
search for foreign markets. 


A Good Ilillustration. 


The Federal Steel company, of Illinols, 
has passed out of existence, or at least has 
been absorbed by the United States Steel 
corporation. It furnished, when an _ inde- 
pendent organization, however, an excellent 
illustration of what’is meant by large-scale 
production. In fact, the operation of this 
corporation was the germ of the plan upon 
which the organizatton of the United States 
Steel corporation was based. This corpora- 
tion, the United States Steel company, has 
been able in about twelve years to increase 
by many millions the sale of steel and iron 
products in other lands, and this is a sale 
which would not have been possible had the 
industry been split up into many independent 
units. 

When Norman B. Ream and Marshall 
Field and H. H. Porter, of Chicago, and oth- 
ers were giving careful thought to the best 
methods of increasing the influence of pro- 
ductive capacity of the Federal Steel com- 
pany, their attention was directed to the 
fact that the company was producing very 
few articles. There were other corporations, 
some of which were producing steel and iron 
products of one kind and some of them steel 
and iron products of another kind. So it 
seemed that if these corporations, each of 
which had a competent organization—organ- 
ization being the thing chiefly sought— 
could be brought into common association 
or relation, then the Federal Steel company 
would possess a fine organization or aggre- 
gation of organizations, and would be able 
to enter the market with any number of 
commodities. And this ‘it did. This ts all 
that is meant by large-scale production. 


A Thorough Analysis. 


One of the features of Mr. Hammond's 
address which seemed especially to interest” 
the members of the export association was 
his analysis of certain features of the foreign 
trade of Great Britain and of Germany. For 
instance, Great Britain has always followed 
the line of least resistance. Nearly 40 per 
eent of her entire exports goes to her col- 
onies where there are preferential tariffs. 
About 30 per cent of her exports is market- 
ed in manufacturing companies which have 
a protective ta iff and the remainder of her 
exports goes io countries where there is 
no competition by home industry. 

The United States and Germany have 
pursued a different course, partly, no doubt, 
because neither country has large colonial 
associations. Our trade and that of Ger- 
many is with countries which have highly- 
organized competitive industries. Mr. Ham- 
mond declared that America and Germany 
have been “bucking the center’ while Great 
Britain has “played the ends.” This is espe- 
cially fortunate for the United States, in 
view of the opportunities for the further 
development of the foreign market. “We 
have achieved,” said Mr. Hammond, “a com- 
manding position in the world’s export trade 
in spite of the facts that we have been lack- 
ing in systematic effort, have been handi- 
capped by thadequate banking and trans- 
portation facilities and are without any con- 
siderable colonial possessions. In view of 
this, there is no doubt of the potential abil- 
itv of the United States to become eventual- 
ly the dominating factor in the world’s com- 
merce. We should probably have secured 
a much larger trade in other countries if 
our own home market had been able to 
absorb substantially the product of our na- 
tional industries. The value of the products 
absorbed by our home market ig about $35.- 
000,000,000 a year, or. practically twice as 
much as the entire export trade of the world. 
No other nation has such a market ag this. 
For example, within the small area of New 
York city the value of manufactures exceeds 
each year the money value of the total ex- 
ports of Great. Britain. Another great ad- 
vantage which ave have is the diversification 
of our industrial products, and in this re- 
spect no other nation can compare with us.”

Of the Campaign in 1916 


Such Is Indicated by Atti- 
tude of “Dry” Forces Fol- 
lowing Vote on Hobson 
Resolution.

Washington, December 25.—(Special.) 
That national prohibition will be a 
momentous issue in the campaign of 
1916 is indicated by the attitude of 
the prohibition forces following the 
vote on the Hobson resolution Tuesday 
night in the house, when the amend- 
ment failed to receive a two-thirds ma- 
jority. 

This question will figure in congres- 
Sional and senatorial campaigns to a 
larger extent than ever before. The 
advocates of a ‘‘dry’’ nation have made 
a deep impression upon congress. Votes 
were cast for the Hobson resolution 
by men who are not in sympathy with 
the movement at all, and who never 
have bé@n. They were influenced by 
the pronounced pressure brought to 
bear upon them from “back home.” 

The five states of New York, New 
Jersey, Illinois, Indiana and Massa- 
ehusetts cast 84 of the 189 votes re- 
corded for the Hobson resolution.

“Il fear that the adoption 
amendment wil supplant local prohi- 
bition already secured and will be 
less effective than state control. but 
I find myself supported by 
in nursing those fears it makes ime 
lonesome and leads me to doubt the 
validity of my fears.

leagues who oppose this resolution 
sympathize with my view far enough 
to base their opposition on it.

All must have noticed 
that the press and the public regard 
this as a fight between the ‘wets’ 
and the ‘drys,’ and the ‘wets’ are al- 
ready exultating in anticipation of 
victory.

The result showed that elephants, 
lions, lambs, dogs, etc., can really 
made at home and if they were not 
quite by the same pattern as those 
made in Germany they required no 
tagging for the buyers’ to tell what 
they were and they were bought up 
so quickly that it showed the public 
appreciation both of the work and 
the cause. A neat sum was realized 
which was used entirely for the poor 
and many a child spent a happy 
Christmas as the result. 

The singing of Christmas carols by 
the members of the Campfire was an 
interesting feature of Christmas eve 
here and one much enjoyed by the 
public generally. A number of the 
old and time-honored carols were 
sung, the members of the Campfire 
visiting parts. of the city in a body. 
This was the'‘first time the singing 
of the carols had been attempted here 
and its success will doubtless be the 
means of making it 
custom in future.

NEW PROBLEM FACED 
‘BY CANAL ENGINEERS 


Washington, December 25.—A new 
factor ‘in hydraulic engineering has 
been developed as the result of the op- 
eration of the Panama canal. None 
of the distinguished engineers who par- 
ticipatéd in designing the great water- 
way ever took into account the peculiar 
conditions that might arise and affect 
navigation as a result of sudden mix- 
ture of.large quantities of fresh and 
salt water) Yet it has been found 
that an important element of delay in 
the passage of the vessels through the 
canal is caused by the discharge into 
the great locks, already filled with 
salt water from the oceans at either 
end, of the perfectly fresh water which 
fills the prism of the canal and is sup- 
plied trom the Chagres and other rivers. 

The result of the sudden mixture of 
the waters when the lock valves are 
opened ‘is the creation of heavy cur- 
rents which continue until the fresh 
water has thoroughly permeated the 
heavier salt water, and these currents, 
sweeping back and forth through the 
locks are apt to dash: about and seri- 
ously injure any vessel within unless 
she is securely held and carefully han- 
dled. When tmaking the first night 
lockage recently the steamship Limari 
was held in the lower chamber of Mira- 
flores lock for fifteen minutes waiting 
for these currents to subside.

Proposition Was Advanced by 
Minister of State of 
Luxemburg. 


Paris, December 25.—M. Eyschen, 
minister of state of Luxemburg, accord- 
ing to the Berne correspondent of The 
Petit Parisien, recently invited the 
Swiss federal council to offer to medi- 
ate between France and Germany with 
the view of opening peace negotiations.

Furnes, West Flanders, December 24

Down the center of the church a long 
row of bicycles were stacked. Some of 
the soldiers busied themselves in re- 
pairing their battered machines. A 
ew had procured their morning ra- 
tions and they ate their breakfasts of 
black bread oblivious of their sur- 
roundings. 

The great tapers at the altars pro- 
vided ethe only light bevond the gray 
streaks of dawn which filtered through 
the oaken doors.
